Child porn 
sweep hits 
province 

Four Albertans, including one 
city man, facing charges in bust 


Four Alberta men, 
including one from Edmon¬ 
ton, are facing charges af¬ 
ter the largest child porn 
bust in Canadian history 
was executed nationally 
this week 

In what was dubbed Proj¬ 
ect Salvo, child protection 
units seized over 130 com¬ 
puters from 77 identified 
offenders in the country. 
Nearly 100 charges have 
been laid against 57 people. 

Four computers were 
seized from a home in St. 
Albert in a bust earlier this 
week. Three additional 
searches were conducted in 
the Calgaiy area. 

In addition to one Ed¬ 
monton man, others in 
Blairmore, Medicine Hat 
and Calgary currently face 
charges. Local ICE (Integrat¬ 
ed Child Exploitation) Unit 
officers assisted in the ar¬ 
rest of a man in the North¬ 
west Territories, whose 
name is being withheld. 

Investigators are sifting 
through “significant vol¬ 
umes of data” on hard 
drives containing illegal 
images — a task becoming 


tougher for police as tech¬ 
nology evolves — as 
charges are being deter¬ 
mined in Alberta. 

“Investigations are be¬ 
coming complex, and also 
not just dealing with pic¬ 
tures, but real victims 
whose images are on these 
computers, being sexually 
abused,” said Staff Sgt. 
Howard Kunce. 

Zebra Child Protection of¬ 
ficials work with local child 
victims, and say children 
are often exploited through 
their home computers. 

“A child will share im¬ 
ages with someone they 
think they can trust, and it 
goes into a huge interna¬ 
tional domain,” CEO Barb 
Spencer said. “They don’t 
understand it will be on the 
Internet forever, and may 
come back to haunt them 
when they’re 40 or 50.” 

No local victims have 
been identified, as investi¬ 
gations are in preliminaiy 
stages. Kunce said he’s seen 
more than 1.5 million im¬ 
ages on one computer.

Judge denies hold on Svekla trial after evidence goes missing 


court An Alberta Court of 
Queen’s Bench Justice has 
nixed a defence lawyer’s 
application to have a stay 
in proceedings on sexual 
interference and sexual as¬ 
sault charges laid against 
Thomas Svekla. 


Svekla, who was convict¬ 
ed last year of killing a sex 
trade worker, is charged in 
relation to an incident in¬ 
volving a five-year-old girl 
back in 1995. The trial be¬ 
gan last week. 

Justice Mel Binder was 


asked by Svekla’s defence 
lawyer, Robert Shaigec, to 
have a stay in proceedings 
Tuesday when evidence 
disappeared — a taped po¬ 
lice interview with the vic¬ 
tim in the mid-1990s. 

The tape would have 


been valuable to view as 
evidence and does pose a 
challenge to Svekla’s de¬ 
fence, admitted Binder. 

“It is so prejudicial to the 
accused,” said Binder, who 
noted there is other evi¬ 
dence to consider. 


Shaigec said the now 18- 
year-old victim has been 
“unreliable” because she 
can’t recall key details. 

Binder is expected to 
make his verdict on Mon¬ 
day.

“We don’t have a need 
for nuclear,” said Tim Weis, 
who co-authored a report 
for the Pembina Institute, 
an environmental think- 
tank, on how Alberta can 
use “proven green tech¬ 
nologies” to meet its ener- 


improving more than 100 
units at the Silver Birch 
Lodge. 

“These facilities were 
built 10 to 15 years ago and 
the population didn’t use 
nearly as many walkers and 
wheelchairs as they do 
now,” Storrier said.

Taliban targeting Canadians

U.S. denounces missile 

North Korea plan would be 'provocative': Gibbs 


The U.S. said Thursday 
that a missile launch by 
Pyongyang would be 
“provocative” and in viola¬ 
tion of United Nations res¬ 
olutions. 

“We continue to main¬ 
tain the goal of a denu¬ 
clearized North Korea and 
look to working with our 
allies to ensure that that 
happens,” White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs 
told a briefing. 


“We believe that such a 
launch would be provoca¬ 
tive and that such a launch 
would be in violation of 
U.N. Security Council reso¬ 
lutions,” he said. 

The White House reac¬ 
tion followed North Korea’s 
moves to launch a long- 
range missile next month 
and its warning that inter¬ 
national moves to punish it 
for the launch would 
prompt it to restart its 


closed nuclear plant. Once 
it is positioned, the rocket 
could, in theory, carry a 
warhead as far as Alaska. 

The planned launch, seen 
by some countries as a dis¬ 
guised military exercise, is 
the first big test for U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
in dealing with the prickly 
North, whose efforts to 
build a nuclear arsenal 
have long plagued ties with 
Washington. Reuters

In the first Israeli death 
tally to appear in an 
official publication since 
the war, it said a total of 
1,166 Palestinians were 
killed, not 1,417, as report¬ 
ed by Palestinian human 
rights activists. 

The figures were 
confirmed in a press 
release by the Israeli army. 

The tally says 295 civil¬ 
ians lost their lives — 
about a third of the figure 
of 926 reported by Gaza’s 
Palestinian Centre for Hu¬ 
man Rights. 

The central aim of the 
Israel embassy briefing pa¬ 
per was to reject charges 
of war crimes by Israeli 
forces in Gaza from 
human rights groups.

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Buying not as Direct as some believed 



Y ou’ve probably 
seen the ads on TV 
and the Internet — 
featuring happy 
couples, gushing 
about saving thousands of 
dollars on home furnish¬ 


ings. They’re talking about 
Direct Buy, a company that 
claims to cut out the retail¬ 
er’s markup by helping 
members buy directly from 
manufacturers. Sure 

sounds like a great deal. 
But Marketplace was hear¬ 
ing from unhappy Direct 
Buy members. And when 
we started digging, we 
found plenty of customers 
contacting Better Business 
Bureaus. Customers like 
Mitzie and Lany Wasyliw, 
in Calgaiy. They saw the Di¬ 
rect Buy ads on TV, and 


went to an open house to 
find out more. 

What they weren’t ex¬ 
pecting was a three-year 
membership to Direct Buy 
costs about $5,000. And 
worse yet, Mitzie says, she 
felt pressured into signing 
on the dotted line. She was¬ 
n’t ready, but says the sales 
rep told her if she didn’t 
join up that day, she’d nev¬ 
er get another opportunity. 

“In 30 years of marriage, 
I thought I could have di¬ 
vorced Larry for the deci¬ 
sion he made,” she says. 



“Because I did not intu¬ 
itively feel good about it at 
all.” 

And when we talk to oth¬ 
er Direct Buy customers, 
they told us they felt pres¬ 
sured by the pitch, too. 

When Mitzie tried to use 
her membership to order 
window blinds, she got 
frustrated. She says staff 


weren’t knowledgeable. 

On top of that, there’s an 
extra delivery charge to get 
items from Direct Buy to 
your house, products can 
take up to six weeks to ar¬ 
rive, and there are hefty 
shipping fees of up to 25 
per cent of the price. On 
top of that, there are often 
handling fees that tack on 
another eight per cent and 
if there’s a problem with a 
product, customers have to 
deal with the manufactur¬ 
er. 

At Simon Fraser Universi¬ 


ty, marketing professor 
Lindsay Meredith says, in 
today’s economy, people 
should be able to drive hard 
bargains at the store — and 
save the $5,000 Direct Buy 
membership fee. 

And what does he think 
about pressuring a cus¬ 
tomer to buy? “This kind of 
pitch is a clear signal to hit 
that door running.”

Other than creating a 
uniform green space in 
front of the house, what is 
a lawn good for? Not many 
of us let our kiddos play in 
the front yard anymore. It 
would be far too easy for 
them to get whacked by a 
car. Most front lawns are 
too small for a game of cro¬ 
quet or volleyball. No one 
has a garden party or bar¬ 
becues on the front lawn. 
That would just be too 
weird for words. I think 
even just sitting out in 
front of your house in a 
lawnchair would likely at¬ 
tract the attention of your 
neighbours and cause 
them to speculate on the 
state of your mental 
health. 

Given our concern for 
water conservation, the 


use of herbicides and in¬ 
secticides, and how best to 
reduce our carbon foot¬ 
print, I think it is time we 
did away with our front 
lawns. The first step in do¬ 
ing that might be benign 
neglect — no fertilizer — 
no herbicides — no water¬ 
ing. But that would still 
mean the lawn would have 
to be cut, and whether you 
use an electric or power 
gas mower, you would still 
be contributing to green¬ 
house gases. It would also 
probably mean you would 
have a lawn with big ugly 
brown patches. 

So instead of neglect, 
let’s all replace our front 


lawns with ground cover 
that chokes out weeds. To 
that, we can add plants 
and flowers native to Al¬ 
berta. There’s enough liter¬ 
ature around to allow most 
of us to create gardens that 
would require little to no 
water. Just think of how 
cool it would be when 
someone visited Edmon¬ 
ton and saw not only how 
creative we can be botani- 
cally, but just how serious¬ 
ly we take environmental 
issues. 

So sing it! Front lawn, 
huh, yeah. What is it good 
for? Absolutely nothing! 
Uh-huh. Front lawn. What 
is it good for? Absolutely 
nothing. Say it again, y’all.

U.S. economy dips 

6.3% fall in GDP steepest plunge since 1982 


U.S. corporate profits 
plunged a record $ 120.1 
billion US in the fourth 
quarter as the economy 
shrank at its fastest pace 
since 1982 , depressed by a 
slump in consumer spend¬ 
ing and exports, 
government data showed 
Thursday. 

In another snapshot of 
the distressed economy, 
the number of workers col¬ 
lecting state jobless bene¬ 
fits rose to a record 5.56 
million earlier this month, 
while new claims climbed 
to 652,000 last week, a sep¬ 
arate government report 
showed. 


Mortgage rates 

• U.S. rates for 30 -year 
fixed-rate mortgages aver¬ 
aged a record low of 4-85 
per cent this week, feeding 
demand for refinancings, as 
a result of government ef¬ 
forts to reduce rates to lev¬ 
els that will help the hard- 
hit housing market recover. 


The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said after-tax corpo¬ 
rate profits dropped 10.7 
per cent in the fourth 
quarter, the largest decline 
since the first quarter of 


1994. Profits fell $5.2 bil¬ 
lion in the third quarter. 

Shrinking profits came 
as gross domestic product, 
which measures the total 
output of goods and servic¬ 
es within U.S. borders, fell 
at an annual rate of 6.3 per 
cent in the October-De- 
cember quarter, the steep¬ 
est decline since the first 
quarter of 1982. 

But analysts said the 
quarter was probably the 
worst of the 15-month re¬ 
cession and they expect 
the economy to start stabi¬ 
lizing, though first-quarter 
output would still show an¬ 
other steep fall. reuters

There's something refresh¬ 
ing about a movie with a 
title that tells you 
everything you need to 
know about it. Part Plan 9 
from Outer Space, part The 
Dirty Dozen, Monsters vs. 
Aliens is all about good, 
old-fashioned escapism. 
Just don't pay too close at¬ 
tention to the plot holes 
and lazy exposition. 

The movie has an all-star 
cast, the kind only possible 
in an animated movie, led 
by Reese Witherspoon as 
Susan, a bride-to-be who 
grows to five stories tall af¬ 
ter being walloped by a ra¬ 
dioactive meteor on her 
wedding day. Labelled a 
menace, she’s teamed up 


with other captive mon¬ 
sters, played by Hugh Lau¬ 
rie, Will Arnett and Seth 
Rogan, and locked away 
from society. 

But of course, when a 
world domination-crazed 
alien (Rainn Wilson) shows 
up, the monsters get their 


chance to prove them¬ 
selves. 

While each of the heroes 
is charming in their own off¬ 
beat way, Rogan’s gelati¬ 
nous, brainless blob B.O.B. 
steals the show, and the no¬ 
toriously ad-lib-happy ac¬ 
tor’s fingerprints are all over 


his character’s best lines. 

On the other hand, 
while plenty entertaining, 
Kiefer Sutherland channels 
R. Lee Ermey’s drill ser¬ 
geant from Full Metal Jack¬ 
et a little too well, and 
Stephen Colbert’s presi¬ 
dent sounds and acts basi¬ 


cally like his Colbert Re¬ 
port persona. 

Visually, the film is 
amazing. The 3-D is spec¬ 
tacular, and the filmmak¬ 
ers show remarkable re¬ 
straint in not throwing 
too many objects directly 
at the audience. And the

story works despite its 
flaws — or maybe because 
of them. 

Ham-fisted exposition 
and sloppy stoiytelling can 
easily be excused as fur¬ 
ther nods to the B-movies 
the film is simultaneously 
lampooning and celebrat¬ 
ing — a clever get-out- 
criticism-free card for the 
filmmakers, when you 
think about it. 

And even if the plot is 
more than a little pre¬ 
dictable, and some of the 
gags more than a little stale 
(Colbert’s rousing synthe¬ 
sizer run of the Beverly 
Hills Cop theme, I’m look¬ 
ing at you), the movie suc¬ 
ceeds, offering stunning vi¬ 
suals and honestly hilari¬ 
ous moments — most of 
them involving B.O.B.

When the comedy smash 
Superbad came out, its 
stars Jonah Hill and 
Michael Cera got a lot of 
attention, but the hysteria 
quietly eluded the film’s 
true breakthrough — 
director Greg Mottola. 

Having made an ac¬ 
claimed indie comedy 11 
years prior called The 
Daytrippers, it wasn’t un¬ 
til super-producer Judd 
Apatow hired him for Su¬ 
perbad that the strug¬ 
gling filmmaker would fi¬ 
nally get his due in Holly¬ 
wood. 

“I do sort of believe in 
fate,” said Mottola during a 
recent interview in Los An¬ 
geles. “I was really stub¬ 
born that I wasn’t going to 
direct other people’s writ¬ 
ing and I really got in my 
own way. 

“(Judd’s) one of those 
guys who awoke in me to 


just say ‘yes’; to be open to 
other experiences and see 
all the good opportunities 
around me and stop ob¬ 
sessing on ‘oh, I’m not go¬ 
ing to be the auteur that I 
wanted to be.’ Once I let 
that go, life got so much 
better.” 

Of course, the success of 
Superbad didn’t hurt ei¬ 
ther. In fact, it gave Mottola 
the means to finally make 
his pet project Adventure¬ 
land — in theatres next Fri¬ 
day. It is a semi-autobio¬ 
graphical comedy about a 


group of slackers working 
in a run-down amusement 
park during the 1980s — 
or as Mottola describes it, 
“ Superbad’s annoying lit¬ 
tle emo-brother.” 

“Every character is 
based on somebody or is a 
composite of someone I 
know and little events 
that happened,” Mottola 
said, adding he’s had an 
abundance of terrible jobs 
to source comedy from.

can do well.” 

A sweet reflection about 
coming of age in the ’80s, 
Adventureland is particu¬ 
larly underscored by a fan¬ 
tastic soundtrack. 

Featuring songs that in¬ 
clude a hilarious skewer¬ 
ing of Falco’s Rock Me 
Amadeus, the movie defi¬ 
nitely spotlights how hu¬ 
morous the decade was. 

“I didn’t want it to be an 
’80s kitsch period-piece,” 
said Mottola. “I just want¬ 
ed it to feel like it took 
place 20 years ago but then 
you start to realize how 
radically different the 
world was before the inter¬ 
net and the corporatizing 
of America and cellphones 
— it’s seems quaint and 
ridiculous now.” 


Alberta comic goes

I would not 
recommend children see 
my standup,” says Belleville, 
29, who grew up in Calgary 
but now lives in Los Ange¬ 
les. 

“It’s nice to do a home¬ 
grown movie that’s shot in 


Regina that feels Canadian, 
but in the good way,” he 
says of Finn, in which he 
plays a frisbee-loving canine 
morphed into a human 
thanks to a botched science 
experiment by a neighbour 
(Ana Gasteyer). 

The former Loose Moose 
Theatre regular prepared by 
studying Littlest Hobo re¬ 
runs and his dogs. “They 
can sit and stare for hours, 
and then something hap¬ 
pens and they are instantly 
alert. It’s hilarious to 
watch.” 

The self-purported “funny 
hobbit,” who returns to his 
improv roots every year and 
hits the local comedy circuit 
every 15 months, credits his 
foray into film to his train¬ 
ing in Calgary. 

“There’s a lot of ad 
libbed moments between 
me and Ana (Gasteyer), 
moments that weren’t in 
the script that ended up in 
the film — you learn to be 
in character, open to any¬ 
thing, like being a dog,” he 
says.

Harrison Ford’s usual hero¬ 
ics are toned down signifi¬ 
cantly in this low budget 
anthology style drama.

Max Brogan is compro¬ 
mised like every character 
in Crossing Over. His is just 
one of the diverse stories 
that intersect on the theme 
of immigration. 

We meet illegals willing 
to give their money, souls 
and dreams to make it to 
America — like an aspiring 


Australian actress (Alice 
Eve) who agrees to pay an 
immigration official (Ray 
Liotta) to fast track her 
green card application 
with two months of sexual 
slavery. 


A young Asian boy par¬ 
ticipates in a gang shoot¬ 
ing in a convenience store 
the day before his swear¬ 
ing in. A policeman, an 
Iranian immigrant, kills 
his friends and in an act of 


random kindness, frees 
him to attend the ceremo¬ 
ny. 

An English musician 
(Jim Sturgess) benefits 
from an act of kindness by 
a canny rabbi. An immigra¬ 
tion lawyer (Ashley Judd) 
realizes that she can no 
longer just defend her 
clients, but must walk the 
walk to do good. 

Kindness is rare in the 
streets and detention cen¬ 
tres. A 15-year-old Muslim 
high school student deliv¬ 
ers an inflammatory 
speech that tears her fami¬ 
ly apart. A Mexican woman 
makes a fatal mistake in at¬ 
tempting to cross the bor¬ 
der illegally. 

U.K.-born writer/director 
Wayne Kramer knows 
what he’s talking about. He 
faced his own obstacles try¬ 
ing to emigrate to Holly¬ 
wood. 

He shows us that behind 
the faces singing the na¬ 
tional anthem at an induc¬ 
tion ceremony is joy mixed 
with compromise, humilia¬ 
tion and sacrifice.

review Beware movies that 
tell you that they’re based 
on real events. Chances are 
the moviemakers aren’t 
convinced you’ll believe 
the picture otherwise. 

The Haunting in Con¬ 
necticut, which claims to 
be based on the true story 
of the Snedeker family and 
their encounter with per¬ 
turbed poltergeists in a 
home in Southington, 
Conn., feels about as au¬ 
thentic as House on Haunt¬ 
ed Hill. 

Unlike more subtle and 
sublime paranormal fare 
like The Haunting (1963), 
or The Others (2001), Direc¬ 
tor Peter Cornwell garbles 
the mystery and reduces 


The Haunting in Connecti¬ 
cut to simple jolts. 

The story follows a fami¬ 
ly that needs to relocate 
near a clinic where their 
eldest son, Matt (Kyle Gall¬ 
ner), can receive some radi¬ 
cal cancer treatment. His 
mother (Virginia Madsen) 
finds this lovely old house 
that turns out to be a for¬ 
mer mortuary with a trou¬ 
bled history. From the time 
the clan move in, supernat¬ 
ural events start to erupt 
on cue. 

At first, Matt is the only 
one confronted with 
corpse tampering, eye¬ 
brow snipping, creeping 
maggots and seances gone 
bad, but later the rest of 
the family begins to be 
spooked by the former oc¬ 
cupants. (Oddly, given the 
severity of the kid’s illness, 
no one ever thinks to find 
a safer home for him to re¬ 
cuperate in.) 

Like so many contempo¬ 
rary horror pictures, The 
Haunting in Connecticicut 
isn’t concerned with 
telling a coherent story. It 
just wants to pinch the 
gooseflesh. I say “Boo.” 
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This week’s new releases are highlighted in pink.

B ack in the days 
when both band¬ 
width and digital 
storage were pre¬ 
cious, there was a 
miniaturization race. How 
could a big, fat, digital file 
— say, a song from a typical 
compact disc — be shrunk 
so it could easily be trans¬ 
ferred down a copper wire? 

After a very convoluted 
competition and series of 
meetings to set worldwide 
standards, the winner was 
a group of scientists and 
engineers at the Germany 
Fraunhaufer Institute. And 
on July 14, 1995, they 
chose the file extension 
for their new creation — 
.mp3. 


MP3s work by taking ad¬ 
vantage of auditory mask¬ 
ing, which basically means 
a loud sound will render a 
quiet sound inaudible to 
the human ear. And if you 
can’t hear the quiet sound, 
what’s the point of it being 
there? Why not strip it out? 
That will make the digital 
file smaller and thus easier 
to transport and store. 

The invention of MP3s 
transformed the music in¬ 
dustry. It gave us Napster, 
iPods, falling CD sales, My- 
Space and freaked-out 
record executives. MP3 
technology is also lowering 
our standards for what 
qualifies as “good sound.” 

It’s to the point where 
some producers have tak¬ 
en to mixing new record¬ 
ings not while listening to 
honkin’ massive studio 
monitors, but through 
cheap iPod headphones.

Junos ready to rock

Showcasing the diversity 
of Canadian music, hard 
rockers, indie rockers, 
crooners and comedians 
unite at this year’s Juno 
ceremonies on Sunday at 
Vancouver’s GIVI Place. 

“Having all those artists 
together on stage is ... the 
best way to showcase the di¬ 
versity of the Canadian in¬ 
dustry,” said festival organ¬ 
izer and Canadian Academy 
of Recording Arts and Sci¬ 
ences (CARAS) president 
Melanie Berry. “Some Bryan 
Adams or Sarah McLaughlin 
fans don’t know City and 
Colour, and watching this 
performance is part of that 
process of discovery.” 

Since she became in¬ 
volved in 2003, Berry’s 
watched the event gain mo¬ 
mentum as it’s moved 
across the country over the 
years. Along with the two- 
hour broadcasted ceremo¬ 
ny, this year’s four-day cele¬ 
bration features a JunoCup 
face-off between NHL Alum¬ 
ni and Rockers, a free out¬ 
door Juno Fan Fest, and the 
weekend JunoFest, which 
takes place at 19 Vancouver 
venues. 

Kicking off with the 
most pyrotechnics yet seen 
on Canadian television, the 
ceremony is hosted by co¬ 
median Russell Peters. 
Loverboy will be inducted 


into the Canadian Music 
Hall of Fame, and Sarah 
McLachlan receives the Al¬ 
lan Waters Humanitarian 
Award. Performers include 
big name rockers Sam 
Roberts Band and Niclcel- 
baclc — who lead the nomi¬ 
nees with five and four 
awards respectively — 


Bryan Adams, and Great 
Big Sea. Other acts like 
Crystal Shawanda and The 
Stills demonstrate the tal¬ 
ent of up-and-coming 
artists. 

“With the rise of the dig¬ 
ital age, (independent 
Canadian artists) can be 
distributed and heard

around the world,” said 
Berry. “(The Polaris Music 
Prize) has been all positive 
... Some things are differ¬ 
ent, but if you look at it, 
you’ll find that of the (Po¬ 
laris) nominees in the past 
three years, 60 per cent 
are up for Junos, so there’s 
lots of crossover.” 

Given the current eco¬ 
nomic situation and re¬ 
cent federal budget cuts to 
arts and culture programs, 
(including to the Canada 
Music Fund, a Juno spon¬ 
sor), the music industry 
faces challenges. 

But Berry, whose not-for- 
profit organization so far 
hasn’t been affected, points 
to continuing global aware¬ 
ness of Canada’s musicians 
as evidence of industry suc¬ 
cess. 

“We’re all cognizant of 
the economy (and so plan¬ 
ning and ticket prices for 
the Junos are designed) 
with that in mind. 

“Sponsor dollars are 
tighter as companies tight¬ 
en their belts ... But being 
an annual event (with re¬ 
peat sponsors), we’re 
lucky,” said Berry. “Budget 
cuts have hurt festivals and 
organizations, and it’s really 
a shame to see them. We’re 
hoping to see a reversal and 
funding put back in.”

an scene, singling out 
Shad’s album The Old 
Prince as Juno-nomina- 
tion worthy.

who recognize they aren’t 
the event’s main fo¬ 
cus.

“The Juno committee 
lets me do what I want 
to do — there are no 
guidelines, which is 
great, since if I 
didn’t have that 
freedom, it 
would be really 
annoying,” he 
said. “At this 
year’s opening, 
I’ve got some¬ 
thing else (hip- 
hop related) up 
my sleeve. I 
can’t say what

is, but 
it’s safe to 
assume it will 
be something to do 
with one of the four ele¬ 
ments (of hip-hop).” From 
freestyle call-and- 

response routines with 
audiences to remixing old 
jokes, Peters pulls from 
the same techniques he 
uses when chopping up 
beats to prepare comedy 
routines. 

At the Junos, he’ll mix 
scripted material with his 
own reactions. But while 
he employs some of the 
tricks used by hip-hop 
artists, Peters said come¬ 
dians and musicians are 
very different performers. 
Comedians, he explained, 
don’t have the benefit of a 


back¬ 
up 
band 
or a po¬ 
litely ap¬ 
precia¬ 
tive au¬ 
dience: 

If a comedian bombs 
pie rarely clap. 

“Rapping and hip-hop is 
all about timing and 
rhythm, and comedy’s 
like that too ... What I do 
is all hip-hop — I mix in 
jokes and add my own 
flair to telling them,” he 
said. “With musicians, if 


the audience is not groov¬ 
ing to them, they can still 
keep playing and do their 
song, and people still clap 
at the end. 

“They are very different 
people — musicians can 
be way more sensitive, 
and more ego-driven in a 
way.”

juno awards Given the 
popularity of mash-ups, 
it’s fitting the Juno Awards 
worked the trend into this 
year’s event — Sunday 
night’s two-hour broadcast 
crams in more than a 
dozen performances. 

Nashville-based Ojibwa 
country singer Crystal 
Shawanda, who has two 
nominations, said her song 
flows into a chopped-up 
trio of tracks. 

“(My song is) worked in¬ 
to a medley of songs with 
other artists ... I’m looking 
forward to seeing how the 
arrangements flow into 
one another (live), especial¬ 
ly since the other artists 
are from other genres, not 
country music,” she said. 

Even as a six-year-old she 
was mingling with other 
musicians, jumping on¬ 
stage at community-orga¬ 
nized open mic nights in 
the school gymnasium on 
her Wikwemilcong reserve. 

“My dad set up our base¬ 
ment like a jam space, and 
we’d all hang out and sing. 
I’d skip birthdays and 
slumber parties so I could 


jam with these guys that 
were my dad’s age.” 

According to a press re¬ 
lease, “A classic rock song 
gets a little twisted when a 
group of male performers 
hit the stage together.” It’s 
safe to assume this gang 
includes Newfoundland 
folk rockers Great Big Sea, 
who perform with singer- 
songwriter Hawlcsley 
Workman and genre-bend¬ 
ing multi-instrumentalists 
Eccodelc. 

Also performing are rock 
icon and 18-time Juno 


Award-winner Bryan 
Adams, Dallas Green’s City 
and Colour, R&B singer Di¬ 
vine Brown, singer-song- 
writer Serena Ryder and 
alt-country singer Kathleen 
Edwards. Sarah McLachlan 
performs, and will receive 
the Allan Watters Humani¬ 
tarian Award. Other per¬ 
formers include Nickel- 
back’s pop-grunge, Simple 
Plan’s pop-punlc and Sam 
Roberts’ alternative rock. 

Montreal-based indie- 
rockers and Juno newcom¬ 
ers The Stills have been 


practising with big shows: 
They’ve been in Australia 
playing arenas with Kings 
of Leon, and opened for 
Paul McCartney last sum¬ 
mer to over 270,000 people 
for Quebec City’s 400th an¬ 
niversary. 

“(Opening for Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney) was probably our 
most nerve-wracking show 
... At that point we’d never 
played to more than 
10,000 or 15,000 people,” 
said singer Tim Fletcher. 
“But when you step on 
stage, you just do it, and af-

ter five minutes it’s okay.” 

Fletcher said the group’s 
soaring choruses are trans¬ 
lating well to fist-pump¬ 
ing, and while the band 
didn’t deliberately write 
songs with big venues in 
mind, the experience play¬ 
ing them is a rush. Some 
influence might also have 
crept in from childhood — 
they united in part over 
heavy metal. 

“I remember a Pantera 
show in Montreal in 1994 
— one of many metal mo¬ 
ments that locked us to¬ 
gether,” said Fletcher, 
laughing. 

“There’s nothing that 
brings dudes together and 
forges them in steel like 
(heavy) metal.” 


New artists shine 
at Juno Awards 

newcomers Despite their re¬

Richardson's organs donated 


celebrity The family of 
British actress Natasha 
Richardson, who died of a 
head injury last week after 
a skiing accident, has do¬ 
nated her organs to others 
fighting for their lives, ac¬ 
cording to media reports. 

Richardson, 45 , died in a 
New York hospital last 
Wednesday, two days after 
falling and hitting her head 
during a private ski lesson 
at Canada’s Mont Trem- 
blant resort. She was not 
wearing a helmet at the 
time. 

People magazine’s web¬ 
site, people.com, said her 
family, including her Irish 
actor husband Liam Nee- 
son, requested after she 
was removed from life sup¬ 
port that her organs be do¬ 
nated to other patients in 
need. 



The web¬ 
site quoted a 
family friend 
as saying or¬ 
gan dona¬ 
tion “is very 
Natasha.” 

“She spent Richardson 
so much 

time fighting the stigma of 
AIDS; someone like that 
would naturally donate her 
organs. At least by donat¬ 
ing her organs something 
good could come out of 
(the tragedy).” 

Figures from the U.S. Or¬ 
gan Procurement and 
Transplantation Network 
showed that as of March 25 
about 101,257 people were 
waiting for organ trans¬ 
plants in the United States 
with about 19 people dying 
a day while waiting for a 
suitable donor. reuters
